Demonstration of Sweet-Making. 


Miss EDWARDS lectured on sweet- 

‘4 making on Saturday morning in 
Findlater’s tea rooms. Miss Peck assisted 
her in the demonstration, and Find- 
later’s employés helped in the prepara- 
tions, or in selling tne ices that had been 
made on the previous day. Most of the 
people present made notes during the 
lecture. Miss Edwards made cocoanut 
ice, marsh-mallows, ‘Turkish delight, 
chocolate toffee, fudge, peppermint tottee, 
and toffee cushions. 

I noticed that the cocoanut ice was the 
quickest of the sweets to set and Turkish 
delight the slowest. Miss Edwards was 
very careful in the type of tray she 
selected for the setting of the sweets— 
thick sweets like Turkish delight being 
placed in a small, deep square tin, while 
cocoanut icing was set in a long, shallow 
tin. 

Many people who do not attempt other 
b-anches of cooking rush into sweet- 
making as something that can be achieved 
easily. Perhaps, it is the memory of the 
toffee-making of one’s school days that was 
made with the help of butter, sugar and 
water. Most of us remember how in- 
credibly hard it was to remove it from the 
tin and how hammers and knives had to 
be brought to the rescue. 

The simpler kinds of toffee do not, 
perhaps, require quite as much atten- 


tion as other sweets, but all sweet-making 


should be carried out with precaution to 
be successful. 

“Patience and accuracy are the two 
most essential qualities in sweet-making,”’ 
said Miss Edwards. “A small step in 
the wrong direction might spoil every- 
thing, such as a slightly wrong measure- 
ment or a false reading in temperature.”’ 


SUGAR-BOILING., 


Miss Edwards explained the various 
sugar-boiling degrees in  sweet-making. 
They are called thread, pear!, blow, 
feather, ball, crack and caramel. The 
thread is reached at a temperature of 
225 degrees. It derives its name from this 
testing method. If the finger and thumb 
be dipped in cold water, and then into 
the boiling svrup and into the water 
again, a fine thread will be observed when 


.

the fingers are drawn apart. At a 
temperature of 230 degrees bubbles 
like pearls appear on the surface 
of the syrup—hence the name for 
the second degree of boiling. . The 
“ blow "’ develops at 235 degrees, and 
may be noticed by dipping the Ge end of 
a skewer into the syrup. On Nead 
through this hole small bubbles will be 
formed that will float for a short time 
before bursting. 

At 240 degrees the same test is used, but 
this time small feather-like designs are 
formed on blowing. This is the tempera- 
ture for fondant. The ‘‘ ball ” is formed 
at 250 degrees. If the syrup can be rolled 
into a hard ball after the fingers have 
been dipped in cold water, into the syrup 
and back, the desired temperature has been 
reached. 

The ‘‘ crack’ ranges from 310 degrees- 
515 degrees F. -It is the temperature for 
toffee. When the syrup is tested it forms 
a piece of toffee that can be cracked. 
‘Caramel "’ ranges from 330 degrees-336 
degrees. At this temperature the syrup 
changes rapidly and becomes the colour of 
caramel. he longer the boiling continues 
the darker the syrup gets until eventually 
it burns. 


A SWEET? THERMOMETER. 


In order to regulate these temperatures 
in sweet-making a sweet thermometer is 
absolutely necessary. All — necessary 
utensils for cooking may be ordered in 
Findlater’s tea rooms, as the firm that 
supplies all the necessary requisites for 
the demonstration has a stand at the 
bottom of the room. Sweet thermometers 
range about 6s. 6d., and oven thermometers 
about 7s. 6d. One question after the 
lecture. was in connection with gill 
measures and the difficulty of obtaining 
them. These measures are to be had from 
the same firm. In the colouring of sweets 
that are to be kept like marzipan the 
colours used should always be rather 
vivid, as they are inclined to fade. 

In the making of certain sweets an 
essential condition is that they should not 
be stirred, but the thermometer which 
stands in the syrup should be moved across 
the bottom to allow the water to penetrate 
the sugar. Glucose and tartaric acid help 


to break up the grain of sugar and prevent 
it from crystallising. 

One of the most interesting experiments 
on Saturday was the making of pulled 
toffee—that particularly hard, light brown 
toffee one sees so often in sweet shops and 
so seldom in the home-made variety. When 
the toffee emerged from the pan it had the 
appearance of a long brown serpent. At 
that time it was too hot to handle, and, in 
order to cool it, Miss Edwards oiled her 
hands and poured oil on the enamel-topped 
table on which she was working. 

By degrees the toffee became cool 
enough, and then she pulled it and worked 
it until gradually it assumed the appear- 
ance of a thick rope. Miss Peck then came 
forward with a large oiled scissors, with 
which she snipped the toffee into little 
squares. So as to show her audience what 
the toffee was like when cooled, Miss 
Edwards placed the squares in the re- 
frigerator, Afterwards they were put in 
bags ready for sale to-day. 


TURKISH DELIGHT. 


Even at the end of the lecture the 
Turkish delight presented a rather liquid 
appearance, but the toffee was almost set. 
“Turkish delight,” Miss Edwards ex- 

lained, ‘‘ must always be left overnight.”’ 

he marshmallows were made in pink and 
white shades,, and were all ready. These 
also will be sold to-day. The most usual 
mistake in making sweets is either exces- 
sive boiling or neglecting to use a thermo- 
meter. 

When toffee is finished it should be 
wrapped away in oiled or waxed paper 


immediately ; for, if it is exposed to the | 


air, it will go sticky. Warm temperature 
and a dry atmosphere are essential for 
toffee-making ; if there is a down draught 
on the pan, it will cause cooling and slight 
crystallisation of the syrup. The thermo- 
meter should be added to the syrup a few 
minutes after steam is observed coming 
from the pan. Cream of tartar should be 
dissolved in a spoonful of water before it 
is added to the syrup. 

Excellent vanilla ice was made in the 
refrigerator on Friday. The mixture was 
simply placed in the inner vessel of the 
refrigerator, which was itself set in brine. 
It was made on fifty per cent. fresh cream.

PARISHIONERS’ PETITION 
TO THE KING, 

Yesterday being the second anniversary 
of the dispute at the church of St. 
Michael's, TLumb-in-Rossendale, which 
came to a head when the Vicar refused 
the choir permission to sing an anthem at 
the Harvest Festival, the dissentients 
held Harvest Services in a field adjoining 
the church and sang an anthem, 

The church has been closed for over two 
months for Sunday Services, en the 
hishop’s orders. Mr. Caleb holds family 
Services in the vicarage on Sundays, and 
the dissentients hold Services in a field. 

(Certain parishioners are sending a peti- 
tion to the King. ‘The petition, which has 
heen compiled by the Loyal Churchmen’s 
Union, states that the national religion 
established by law, which His Majesty 
promised, at his Coronation, to maintain, 
is the Protestant reformed religion. The 
Public Worship Regulation Act (1874) 
was intended “ to enable bishops to put 
down Romish practices, but they at once 
took advantage of the veto which it gave 
them, and have used it ever since to pro 
tect offenders and impede the course of

‘DEFYING THE LAW.” 

The petition alleges that the majority 
of the bishops were ‘‘ openly defying the 
law by announcing their intention to 
govern the Church in accordance with the 
rubrics of the Deposited Book, twice re- 
jected by Parliament as bein inconsistent 
with the Protestant reformed religion. 
They ask the King to refuse assent to 
the appointment of any bishop who is not 
a faithful Protestant, and they desire that 
commissioners be appointed to see “ that 
the lawful Services are performed in all 
the churches.’’

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Laundry Hints that will Preserve your Clothes.

D = MARY ,—I agree with you that the ' 


most satisfactory way to clean wooly 

jumpers and suchlike is by washing, 
always provided you do it yourself or can 
instruct your laundress. The secret is not to 
use very hot water, and to dry in the proper 
position—that 1s, laid flat on an absorbent 
towel in a warm room, but away from a fire. 
If dried on the line or on a coat-hanger wool 
jumpers, coats, and skirts are generally 
pulled quite out of shape by the weight of 
water accumulating at the bottom of the 
garment. 


Right and Wrong Ways. 


Even accomplished laundresses do not 
always realise that there is a right and a 
wnong way of gging-out’’ the wash. 
Nothing should be hung from its corners, as 
this leads to splitting and unshapeliness ; and 
undies of delicate fabric should be merely 
thrown over the line with a folded towel 
underneath. Stockings will keep their shape 
if the toes are folded over the line to a 
denth of half-an-inch and then pegged, after 
this they should be gently pulled so that the 
seam is straight down the middle of each leg. 
Another useful tip, when drying the laundry 
in the kitchen. is to hang clean kitchen paper 
on the line first, and then another layer above 
the clothes to protect them from flying dust 
and smuts. 


Autumn Tints.

Sandwich Fillings. 


As for sandwiches, the usual bread and 
iam is Slling, but not nourishing. Ordinary 
meat and egg fillings shoald be varied with 
nuts, which most children love for their 
favour. without knowing that for concen- 
trated food value they are at least equal to 
eggs, and they mix. deliciously with fru:t 
or veyvetabtes. Half a banana thinly sliced 
sand mixed in a basin with one tablespoonf'i 
of chopped nuts makes a savoury and 
sustaining packer of sandwiches; or stoned, 
chopped dates with chopped nuts and a 
sprinkling >f salt; or again, diced apple, 
celery and chopped nuts, with a suspicion 
ot salad dressing. 


Nuts for Breakfast. 


Such sandwiches would also be a welcome 
addition to afternoor: tea, and spliced or salted 
nuts might sometimes replace a cereal at 
breakfast. They are not really expensive, 
especially when prepared at home, because 
us in small qnantitie’. Almords, ha/Zel 
nuts, filberts, Brazil nats, peanuts are salted 
in the following way :—To remove brown 
anderskin plave the nuts in a saucepan, poe 
over them warm water and bring to the boil. 
Drain the nuts and run cold water over 


them, then the skin can be easily slipped off. 
Make sure they are quite dry before brown- 
ing; then for each cupful of nuts allow one 
tablespoonful sf olive oil in the. frying pan. 
Heat the oil, then place the nuts in an even 
isyer over the pan, fry them slowly, 
stirring constantly, till they are a delicate 
brown. Drain them on kitchen paper and 
sprinkle well with good table salt; then 
spread them out to become cool and ¢risp 
and, to store, place them in a glass bottle 
with a screw-on lid.—Yours,

Sait in the Sea. 


Those who dislike the taste of salt when 
they inadvertently inhale during a bathe 
in the sea should lay the blame for the 
sickly tang, I learn, upon the world’s 
volcanoes. This is the conclusion arrived 
at by Dr. J. A. Jaggar, the Director of 
the Hawaiian Volcano Observatory and 
an expert in everything appertaining to 
volcanoes. He has calculated that at least 
485 active volcanoes are spouting forth in. 
the course of a year more than a hundred 
million tons of hydrochloric acid, which 
rises as a gas mingled with the volcanic 
steam. Merging with the water vapour 
in the clouds, this acid falls with the 
rains, and unites with the sodium in the 
rivers. to form sodium chloride, or 
common, salt. The next time I am asked 
why the sea is salt I shall reply: 
** Because of the action of 485 volcanoes.”’

Bullion. 


Chatting with a bank manager the other 
day. I learnt some interesting informa- 
tion about the transport of gold bullion. 
Not so long ago a motor lorry, laden 
apparently with groceries, drove up to the 
Bank of England. When safely inside the 
courtyard it was unpacked and was shown 
to contain, not groceries, but bar gold 
worth about £50,000. That is a typical 
instance of the methods by which the Bank 
of England transports gold from place to 
plac Furniture vans and lorries that 
pass along the London streets may 
actually contain thousands of pounds 
worth of gold. The head of the bullion 
department and the highest bank officials 
are the only men who know at what hour 
the lorries are loaded and despatched. 
Lorries containing bullion never travel bv 
night, and the gold is always insured 
during a journey. Recently, of 
gold worth many millions of pounds has 
been carried by aeroplane, but this method 
is, I belie: lered extremely risky, 
as there is : 4 ye chance of a forced 
landing bringing the ’plane into the sea.

CORK, Sunday. 

HE report on the 1926 census, which 

has just been issued, gives Cork the 
unenviable distinction of heading the 
Free: State’s unemployment list, with a 
percentage of 16.8 for males and 9.7 for 
female workers. On the assumption that 
the largest centres are likely to be the 
worst sufferers, it is a serious thing to 
find that Cork has fared worse than 
Dublin. 

It is however, that these 
figures exaggerate the real position; for 
happens that the census year was a 
unfortunate one for Cork’s in 
dustries. The Spinning and Weaving Com- 
pany closed down, and so did the big 
factory of Dobbin, Ogilvie and Co., and 
the number of men disemployed by these 
two firms alone cannot have been far 
short of a thousand. In addition, 1976 
saw a big strike in the milling industry, 
and was a slack time tor the Ford Works. 

The position in Cork as still by no 
means satisfactory; but it is probably 
better than it was at that time. The 
agricultural districts, as the. returns 
siow, are not so badly afíected as the 
towns, and by this time they have prob- 
ably re-absorbed many of the surplus cit) 
workers. Inquiries made here snow that 
at present there 1s a tendency for this to 
take place; many of the factory hands, 
indeed, came originally from the country, 
attracted by the promise cf better wages. 
They are now. discovering that '“' the 
land,’’ though it may not pay so well, 
affords them a surer livelihood.

Macroom Castle, which has lately been 
acquired by the local authorities for pre- 
servation as an ancient monument, has 
row probably reached the last stage of its 
lonz history. It is of very old founda- 
tion, said to have been built soon after 
the Norman conquest, but it has been 
burnt and rebuilt so often that it is 
doubtful whether any of the original 
structure remains. 

During the reign of Elizabeth it was 
besieged and burnt by Sir Charles Wilmot, 
and it is said the burning was by pure 
chance. The story that one of his 
soldiers was singeing a pig, and acci- 
dentally set fire to a small hut which 
stood by the castle wall. The flames from 
this entered one of the windows in the 
castle, and soon the whole building was 
gutted. 

Macroom Castle was the reputed birth- 
place of Admiral Sir William Penn, whose 
son founded the State of Pennsylvania. 
In more recent times it was of the 
residences of the late Lord Ardilaun, but 
lit was burned down during the civil war 
and is still a ruin.

DEATH OF THE EAR 
OF ORFORD.

REMARKABLE CAREER. 


Reuter’s Auckland Correspondent an- 
nounces the death, at the age of 77, of 
Robert Horace Walpole, fifth Earl of 
Orford. 

Lord Orford went to New Zealand in 
1928 for the benefit of his health. The 
body will be embalmed and brought back 
to England for burial at Wolterton Park, 
Norwich. 

The Earl of Orford was born in July, 
1854. He was also Baron Walpole of 
Walpole, and Baron Walpole of Wolterton. 
In August, 1928, before leaving England to 
spend a long holiday for the benefit of his 
health in New Zealand, he made over his 
large estates in Norfolk to the heir to these 
Baronies, his fifteen-year-old cousin, 
Robert Henry Montgomerie Walpole, son 
of Mrs. Horace Vade-Walpole. There is 
no heir to the Earldom; this is the second 
time that the.title has become extinct. 


ADVENTUROUS LIFE, 


Robert Horace Walpole was one of the 
most travelled of English Peers, and 
enjoyed a life of remarkable adventure. 
Only fourteen years of age when he left 
Eton to join the Navy, he was shipwrecked 
on St. Paul’s Island, off the Cape, and for 
three months underwent great hardships, 
relying for food on seaweed and seabirds’ 
eggs. He was in the Fiji Islands at the 
time of their annexation, and he went 
through the Russo-Turkish War as Sulei- 
man Pasha’s Aide-de-Camp. He hunted 
big game in the Rockies and in India, went 
tarpon-fishing in Florida, and travelled in 
Japan. 

After leaving the Navy he became private 
secretary to the Commissioner to Fast 
Roumelia, in 1878, and he held a similar 
position in Egypt in 1886. Subsequently 
he was attached to the Earl of Rosslyn's 
mission for the marriage of King Alphonso 
XII. of Spain. 

The Earl of Orford succeeded his uncle, 
the fourth Earl, and second creation, im 
1894. He had been twice married. His 
first wife, a daughter of Mr. D. C. Corbin, 
Lady Dorothy 
Mills, the well-known explorer and 
authoress, is the eldest daughter of that 
union. The present Covntess, whom he 
married in 1917, is a daughter of the Rev. 
T. H. R. Oakes, of Netley St. Matthew, 
Southampton. They had one daughter, 
Lady Anne Sophia Walpole, who was born 
m 1919. 

After some years of indifferent health, 
the Earl of Orford followed the sug- 
gestion of his medical advisers and settled 
down at Manurewa, near Anckland, New 
Zealand, where he bought a large resi- 
dence at a cost of £12,000 He was able 
there to indulge his keenness for fishing, 
and greatly benefited for a time from the 
equable climate. 


THE FIRST EARL. 


The first Earl of Orford was King 
George the First’s famous Prime Minister, 
Sir Robert Walpole. Nearly twenty years 
before he received this honour his son 
had been ereated Baron Walpole of 
Walpole, with Pages ar to the 
descendants of his grandfather.

A subsequent Earl of Orford was Horace 
Walpole, the celebrated man of letters, 
upon whose death, in 1797, the title. ex- 
pired, to be recreated in 1806. 


THE NEW BARON. 


The new Baron Walpole was born in 
April, 1913, and has been living for the 
past few years with his mother in the 
beautiful Norfolk estate which came into 
his possession while he was still at Eton. 
The fine old ancestral home, Mannington 
Hall,. is said to be haunted by the ghost 
of a black-habited Jesuit. Among its 
many treasures are brocade curtains 
worked by Amy Robsart.

FRIENDLY RIVALRY.

There 
will be no limit to her future gains if 
British statesmanship is ready now to set 
high examples to the British people and 
to take occasion by the hand. 


The Kashmir Riots. 


The communal rioting in Kashmir seems 
to have died down for the moment, but 
reports of large gatherings of insurgents 
outside Srinagar do not bode well for the 
peace of the immediate future. There is 
an unpleasantly political tinge about the 
whole business; for, in the words of a 
delegate to the Round Table Conference, 
‘ the avowed object of the agitation is to 
depose the Hindu Maharajah and to 
place on the throne the Moslem ex-King 
Inayatulla of Afghanistan.’”” Communal 
riots in India normally lack the character 
of a indeed, however 
sanguinary, they are, as a rule, little 
more than brawls resulting from a tactless 
collision between the two creeds. In 
Kashmir, however, the situation is very 
different. Serious commotions took place 
last July, when the Maharajah, Sir Hari 
Singh, dealt with the crisis in a prompt 
and magnanimous fashion. His Highness 
held discussions with the 
Moslem leaders, and an agreement was 
reached which the Moslems themselves 
hailed as most generous. Now the evil has 
burst out again, when there was every

Troubles in Spain. 


Mistrust of Catalan aspirations has been 
a very noticeable feature of the debates on 
regional autonomy in the Spanish Cortes. 
Sefior Alcala Zamora, the head of the 
Government, had proposed an amendment 
to the Constitution, which was thought to 
favour the Catalans too much, and he has 
been compelled to bow to the storm of pro- 
test which was raised. Now the Parlia- 
mentary Committee for the Constitution 
has made several alterations, and has 
omitted from the revised amendment the 
local control of education and wide powers 
of finance which the Catalans demanded. 
The disappointment of the Catalans is con- 
siderable ; and it has been suggested that 
their two Ministers may resign from the 
Cabinet and that the Catalan group may 
withdraw from the Cortes. It is much to 
be hoped that no precipitate counsels will 
cause a crisis. At this particular moment 
the news that the Supreme Court 
will ask the Cortes to raise the parliamen- 
tary immunity of Major Franco is signi- 
ficant. Major Franco for some years has 
been the stormy petrel of Spanish insurrec- 
tion—a fact which gave him great popu- 
larity when the Republic was established. 
His escapes and banishment under the old 
régune have invested him with a sort of 
heroic halo, but now it appears that Spain, 
faced by serious work of political and 
economic reconstruction, no longer has 
leisure for this picturesque, though 
unquiet, figure. The intention is to charge 
Major Franco, who was Director of the Air 
Force in the first months of the Republic, 
with seditious propaganda during the 
electoral campaign in June. Whether or 
not the Government is well advised to pro- 
ceed against so popular a man may be 
doubted; byt good will be done if 
Major Franco’s prosecution convinces all 
Spaniards that the authorities, at this

critical stage of Spain’s development, will 
tolerate no disruptive conduct, even among 
the highly placed. 


Man Helps Nature 


The past summer will be known to 
posterity as the summer that killed 
the swallows. At the first cold the 
swallows set forth, and in their flight 
they came in many thousands into 
Austria, only to find that the winter 
had forestalled them. Snow lay thick 
upon the mountains at a little distance 
from Vienna, and there was no food. 
Times are hard in Austria, but those 
who have felt the pinch of circum- 
stance are the more ready to extend help 
where they can; and the pathetic fate of 
the swallows made an immediate appeal 
to the folk of Vienna. A society for the 
protection of animals undertook their 
care, and crowds of people went into the 
fields to*save the surviving birds. More 
than 27,000 were taken up and removed 
to a warm place, and when they had 
recovered from their privations they were 
despatched by aeroplane to Venice, where 
the air is genial and food is plenteous. 
At least nine-tenths of this first con- 
signment arrived in safety, and at once 
resumed their interrupted flight, but in 
Vienna the kindly work goes on. The 
birds continue to arrive dejected and 
starving, but the society has arranged 
for their immediate relief, and carriage 
is provided freely by an air transport 
company. They are placed in special 
crates and are conveyed to the aeroplanes 
in heated cars. To feed the birds is a 
matter of no little difficulty, since they are 
accustomed to eat insects in flight ; but the 
experiments in diet which have been made 
have been fairly satisfactory. Such a posi- 
tion has not arisen previously during the 
ninety years of the society's existence, 
and it is satisfactory that this Jahour of 
love, so hastily contrived, should save so 
large a proportion of summer's followers.

Age-old conventions of the East are being 
‘trodden under the high heels of ballroom 
dancers doing the latest steps from western 
cabarets and waltzes from Vienna, writes 
Reuter’s correspondent in Tokyo, Japan's

Only a few years ago respectable Japanese 
people were gáis at modern jazz 
dancing which was regarded as a vulgar, and 
morally-dangerous pastime. Then came the 
first dance halls, and foreign steps began to 
be popular among the ‘‘bright young 
neople.’’ Gaining its foothold with the 
“modern ” set, dancing slowly but surely 
spread to other classes, and Japanese men 
and women of high social position would 
admit that they had been surreptitiously 
taking lessons in fox-trot and ‘‘blues,’’ or 
would be discovered by their friends stealing 
off to some obscure dance hall to indulge 
their new and tempting “ vice.” 

Now the craze for jazz has overtaken 
Japan’s most conservative institution—the 
geisha parties. Because of this craze, when- 
ever a foreigner mingies with Japanese in a 
xeisha party it may be taken for granted that 
he will be the most popular man in the 
party. 

Foreign dancing is not yet universally 
accepted in Japan, but it certainly has come to 
play an important ré/e in Japanese social 
functions.

The Shavian admonition 1s contained in a 
reprint of a leaflet which the dramatist issued 
to his audience at a pre-war London produc- 
tion of ' John Bull's Other Island.’ ‘The 
leatlet has never been reprinted, and Mr. 
Shaw had forgotten all about it until has 
attention was directed to it by the present 
publishegs. 

After urging the audience to ‘let the 
performance proceed in perfect silence just 
this once, to see how you like it, Mr. Shaw 
continues :— 

‘It is vour custom to receive my plays 
with the most generous and unrestrained 
applause. 

“You sometimes compel the performer to 
pause at the end of every line until your 
laughter nas ó gen down. Are you aware 
that you would get out of the theatre half an 
hour earlier if you listened to the play in 
silence and did not applaud until the fall of 
the curtain ” 

‘Do you know that what pleases actors 
and authors most is not your applauding 
them, but your coming to see the play again 
and again, and that if you tire yourself out 
anc spoil the play with interruptions, you are 
very unlikely to come again ”

HOW IRISH TRADE MAY BE 
INCREASED. 


p RESIDENT COSGRAVE, in his speech at the Civic Carnival Banquet 
in Limerick on Saturday, urged the necessity for maintaining the link 
between Free State and British currencies. 


The realisation that an incautious Budget policy had been pursued by 
Great Britain led to the flight of the pound and to a crisis of the first 


magnitude. 


The fact that, as a result of the present financial situation, the Free 
State had been put into a definitely more advantageous position to com- 
pete with foreign producers, especially in the British markets, should 
lead to closer trade relations between the Free State and Great Britain, 
and to a larger volume of trade, to the mutual interest of the two coun- 


tries. 


A REVIEW AND AN APPEAL. 


I should like to say how blind to the 
cé of the situation are those who 
| have us separate our currency from 
ound sterling in the present crisis, 
sare observed. The linking of 
currencies has been of benefit 
io the traders and exporters in this 
Ae try, At present our automatic de- 
parture from the gold standard has

A WORD TO 
LIBERALS. 


In a leading article The Times to-day 
states:—Within a few days at the most 
the decision will have to be taken whether 
to dissolve the present Parliament and 
ask the electorate for a mandate for a 
new National Government. The reasons 
for such a course are overwhelming. 
Within a fortnight the present Govern- 
ment will have passed the legislation 
which it was formed to pass, and for which 
alone it has a secure majority. Owing to 
circumstances quite outside the contro! of 
the present Government, that ‘-gislation, 
though it has saved the nation from the 
disasters of a collapse of the currency, 
has not gained for the nation that con- 
siderable breathing space which in happier 
times it would have secured. 

Sterling is not worthless, but it is un- 
stable, and, even if no calamitous develop- 
ments are likely for some little time to 
come, so long as this country has an 
unstable currency no one can guarantee 
the course of events from one day “o 
another. The instability of our currency 
is caused partly by the actual facts of our 
economic position, and partly by the v “ws 
taken both at home and abroad of our 
position and our probable policy. A 
general election is the only way to end a 
dangerous and damaging uncertainty and 
to equip a British Government with full 
powers to meet whatever dangers may 
arise. 

It is only a short month since the Con- 
servative Party abandoned an electoral 
vantage ground such as would make the 
mouth of any party manager water when 
they joined a National Government, gave 
a lion’s share of offices to they political 
opponents, well knowing that they must 
take a lion’s share of the responsibility 
themselves, and deliberately ruled out of 
immediate consideration the imposition of 
tariffs. Since that time they have sup 
ported the present Prime Minister with 
undeviating loyalty, and to-day they are 
willing to serve under him with a loyalty, 
the permanence and sincerity of which are 
beyond all question. 

And in what way should an offer of co- 
operation to-day be regarded as” an 
insidious attack upon Liberal principles? 
The whole Liberal Party has co-operated 
in passing through Parliament a policy of 
retrenchment. against which the Socialist 
Party is likely to divert the whole of its 
attac:: during an election. There is far 
more danger that the Liberals may be 
used by the Socialists as a stalking horse 
for the destruction of all the work to 
which Liberals have recently been a party, 
than that the Conservatives should use 
them to obtain a mandate subversive of 
Liberal principles. The only principle 
which a national appeal could possibly 
subvert is the principle of allowing free 
imports in all circumstances, and there 
are very few Liberals left who would hold 
to such a principle. or who would not be 
satisfied with a guarantee

SMALL, square, lofty hangar at 
Calshot Aerodrome contains a secret 
which may startle the world any day. 
It is a slender, delicate-looking blue and 
silver seaplane, which is being fitted with 
an engine the power of which would run 
a big generating station. 
This tremendous power unit was rushed 
through the night from the Rolls-Royce 
works at Derby, 
mechanics immediately set to work placing 
it into the shell, which will be winged 
through space at speed undreamed of by 
scientists and engineers. 
Watching this work were the men who 
have spent months and years wresting the 
secrets from this mighty dynamic force. 
Among them was Flight-Lieutenant George 
Stainforth, who has travelled through the 
ether faster than any man, and who will 
step into the cockpit to control this wonder 
mechanism in an attempt to establish a 
new speed “ record ” of possibly over four 
hundred miles an hour. 


SPECIAL SPRINTER. 


The world only knows of the triumphs of 
the man and the machine. They think 
little of the triumphs which have to be 
achieved behind the scenes by our 
aeronautical engineers and designers. 

I am able to reveal (writes a special 
correspondent) something of the almost 
insuperable problems which have had to 
be solved in the development of our 
Schneider engines, and which has now 
resulted in a special “ sprint’’ engine 
which will be used for the new attempt on 
the world’s “ record.” It is a fascinating 
story of how in a few months our engineers 
accomplished what would normally have 
taken them five years. 

They only started upon the new engine 
after it had been decided in January that 
Great Britain should enter for the 
Schneider Trophy, and the actual specifi- 
cation was not finally settled until three 
weeks before the race 

It took months of experiment and 
metallurgical ésests, and a host of matters 
which only come within the scope of the 
experts, to develop the engine used in the 
1929 rzce from 1,900 horse-power to 2,500 
horse-power, which was the strength of 
the engine used in the seaplane in which 
Flight-Lieutenant Boothman won the, 
Trophy. 

An increase of only 400 horse-power ; 
but what a struggle lay behind that 
accomplishment! For instance, while 
experiments were in progress in order to 
reproduce a machine's condition of air 
flow into the air intake of the engine, a 
special fan had to be installed to produce 
a 400 miles an hour draught. At first 
it was found that the engine was con- 
suming oil at a rate of 112 gallons an 
hour, and it took weeks to ascertain how 


»}to reduce that consumption, which was 


finally brought down to about fourteea 
gallons an hour for the final race engine. 


BREAKDOWN ELIMINATED. 

Every nut and screw, in addition, had to 
be examined microscopically. 

It is revealed that the makers of the 
engine did not satisfy themselves cn its 
airworthiness until a month before. the 
race. ‘‘ Many engine problems had to be 
solved before the required output and 
standard of reliability were attained,’’ an 
official of a Rolls-Royce firm told me. 
‘“ It was decided that a one-hour run at 
full power was to be the first milestone to 
be passed before the engine could be 
delivered as airworthy. By the end of 
April the experimertal engines would 
usually last about twenty minutes before 
‘some kind of failure developed. By the 
middle of July they would still only do 
about half an hour non-stop. 

“On August 3 a run of Se 
eight minutes was done at 2,360 horse- 
power, and the full hour non-stop was 
tinally accomplished on August 12 at 2,450 
horse-power. 

‘It should not be thought that the 
possibilities of the engine are exhausted,” 
he added. —“ Appreciably greater output 
than 2,350 horse-power has been obtained 
from it. To attain the required standard 
of reliability would only be a question of 
time, as most of the known problems in- 
volved are now fairly well understood.’’ 

He assured me that an examination of 
the engine used by Flight-Lieutenant 
Boothman in the Schneider race and the 
‘record ” engine used by Flight-Lieu- 
tenant Stainforth when he achieved 379 
miles an hour showed them to be in abso- 
lately perfect condition after their gruel- 
ling. There were no broken parts, and 
it would be possible to reassemble the 
engines and do the same work over again.

He served 
in South Africa from 1899 to 1902, and rose 
to the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel Command- 
ing the 3rd Royal Dublin Fusiliers. He 
wbtained the Queen's medal with five clasps, 
and the King’s medal with two clasps, was 
swarded the D.S.O., and was mentioned in 
despatches. On retiring from the service he 
settled iti Wicklow, of which county he was 
a Justice of the Feace. Colonel O'Neill 
married, in 1889, a daughter of Mr. Hugh 
Henrv.

SEEKING ECONOMIC 
CO-OPERATION. 


GERMANY’S FRIENDLY 
RECEPTION. 


From REUTER'8 CORRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Sunday. 
OR the first time since the Congress 
of Berlin in 1878 an official French 
visit is being made to the German 
capital, to initiate Franco-German parleys 
on the problem of economic co-operation. 

M. Laval and M. Briand, the French 
Prime Minister and Foreign Minister re- 
spectively, on arrival here this morning 
were received with great «weartiness, a|- 
though the supporters of the Nazi 
(National Socialist) movement abstained 
from participation. 

Broadcasting a message on his arrival, 
M. Laval said :—‘‘ Our meeting in Berlin 
with the Chancellor, Dr. Bruening; the 
Foreign Minister, Dr. Curtius, and the 
German people, takes place in stiering 
and dramatic times. The world is 
alarmed. An unprecedented economic 
crisis has broken upon it, and the eyes 
of the world are directed to-day to Berlin, 
and are watching the conferences of the 
German and French Ministers. An 
understanding must come, because it will 
bring salvation.” These striking werds 
were broadcast all over Germany. 


VIVE LA PAIX. 

While M. Laval received the Press, M. 
Briand laid a wreath on~the tomb of M. 
Gustav Stresemann, Germany’s late 
Foreign Minister, whose name is so closely 
identified with the policy of rapproche- 


RIOT ACT READ 
IN HONG KONG. 


BRUTAL MURDER OF 
JAPANESE. 


BRITISH BAYONETS MOVE 
MENACING CROWD. 


From REvTER’s CORRESPONDENT. 
HONG KONG, Sunday. 
HE brutal murder of a Japanese man 
and woman and the Eo: ms of their 
five children, coupled with a bayonet 
charge by the Argyll and Sutherland 
Highlanders against a riotous crowd of 
five thousand, were features of a violent 
day here yesterday, in which racial 

passions were dangerously aroused. 

For the past few days there had been 
sporadic anti-Japanese demonstrations by 
the Chinese population to protest against 
the occupation of Manchuria, and this 
culminated last night in the murder, in 
their home at Kowloon, on the mainland 
opposite Hong Kong, of the Japanese 
couple, and the savage wounding of their 
five children, one of whom later died. 

Numerous other attacks were launched 
on isolated Japanese, but the police in 
every case rescued the victims before they 
could be seriously wounded. ; 


ROYAL NAVY CO-OPERATES 


Frenzied crowds gathered at various 
points, and the Argyll and Sutherland 
Highlanders were obliged to make a 
bayonet charge in order to disperse a 
crowd which was menacing one of the out- 
lying police stations. 

The Kowloon magistrate, Mr. Frazer, 
read the Riot Act, and the mobs were 
finally dispersed. 

Extraordinary military and police pre- 
cautions have so far prevented any re- 
curfence, but the areas invol%ed are being 
evacuated by the Japanese residents. The 
British Navy is also co-operating in pro- 
tecting the wharves where Japanese 
shipping lies. 


VINDICTIVE CHINESE.

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GENERAL ANTI-FOREIGN 
OUTBREAK FEARED. 


""IMES’’ CORRESPONDENT. 
HONG KONG, Sunday. 

The Government to-day declared a state 
of emergency, and called out volunteers 
and police reserve. A detachment of 
South Wales Borderers is also patrolling. 
There is still a little minor rioting and 
burning of Japanese goods. 

Feeling is particularly bad in the 
crowded Yuamati district, where gangs 
| stopped omnibuses and tore off the pas- 
sengers’ jewellery, alleging that it was 
Japanese. 

There is a fear that the rioters, incensed 
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ment and friendship with France. The 
scene there was very impressive. The French 
Ambassador, M. Francois Poncet, carried 
the wreath to the tomb, and placed it on 
the sandstone sarcophagus. Then he 
withdrew a brief distance, while M. 
Briand, hat in hand, alone ascended the 
stone steps, where he stood for a few 
moments deeply moved. 

When he re-entered his motor ear the 
crowd shouted ' Peace,” and 
Stresemann, hoch Deutschland.”’ 

On arrival this morning at the Friedrich- 
strasse Station the French statesmen were 
welcomed by Dr. Bruening, Dr. Curtius, 
officials of the Foreign Office. the staff of 
the French Embassy, and a deputation of 
the French colony in Berlin, and were con- 
ducted to the reception room formerly re- 
served solely for the use of Royalties. Out- 
side the station a huge crowd, mostly 
members of the Republican Reichsbanner 
and French residents, heartily cheered the 
visitors, shouting: “ Vive La Paix ” and 
“ Vive Briand.’’ At the Hotel Adlon the 
guests had to appear on fhe balcony of 
their suites to acknowledge the plaudits of 
the spectators. 

TO PREVENT “ SCENES.” 

There were police everywhere—in motor 
lorries, on horseback and on foot, and 
hundreds more in plain clothes mingled 
with the crowds. Among other measures 
taken for the safety of the visitors, and to 
prevent any unfriendly demonstration, 
were watching and patrolling the railway 
line throughout by police and dogs, and 
barring the public from within’ two 
hundred yards of the station. These 
measures were not taken when Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald and Mr. Henderson 
visited Berlin. 

At. the reception of the Press at the 
French Embassy M. Laval pointed out that 
his visit to Berlin was an important mile- 
stone in the history of Franco-German re- 
lations, and its purpose was to strengthen 
mutual confidence and to develop sincere 
co-operation. He was not ambitious enough 
to say that it could remove all misunder- 
standings which still separated those 
nations. They, at least, had to consider 
possible solutions in order to prepare a 
better future for the mutual relations 
between Germany and France, while both 
countries must be wise enough not to touch 
Mo-day upon certain difficult problems. 
[This was, doubtless, a reference to repara- 
tions. ] Economic problems, however, could 
be dealt with immediately. 

M. Laval later visited Dr. Bruening. 
while M. Briand visited Dr. Curtius. 
The Foreign Minister gave a luncheon in 
honour of the French guests, which was 
followed by the first conference of the 
French and German Ministers in the 
Chancellor’s official residence. In the 
evening the French Ministers and the 
officials were the guests of the Chancellor 
at a State banquet. 


“WAR CRIMINALS” 
QUESTION. 

The result of to-dav’s conference was an 
agreement in principle to constitute a non- 
political Franco-German Consultative (om- 
mittee, composed of highly-placed civil 
servants, industrial employers and Labour 
representatives, whose task will be to seek 
means to improve economic relations 
between both-countries, and so gradually 
eliminate the resentment existing on both 
sides. 

The discussions were based im the 
Lavton recommendations of August 19th, 
afid embrazed the main industries of both 
countries—namely, chemicals, electricity, 
iron and steel. Special stress is being laid 
that any measures to be taken shall not 
be directed against a third Power. 

The Fascists, or National Socialists, are 
furious at the wish of the French states 
men to pay their respects to President 
Hindenburg. They declare that the Presi 
dent must never receive them until the 
list of ‘‘ war criminals ” is withdrawn. 

More sober elements of the German 
people see in the French Ministers’ visit 
a frank disavowal of the war-psychosis cf 
the Versailles Peace Conference, but they 
also urge that this list of “ war 
criminals’ should disappear for ever by 
a joint declaration of the former Allies 
in the interests of a better understanding 
between the nations. 


Meetings are taking place at industrial 
centres throughout the Soviet Union in con- 
ngtion with the 100th anniversary of Fara- 
day’s discovery of the law of electro-magnetic 
induction, says Reuter from Moscow. Special 
attention is being paid to the application of 
Faraday’s discovery to modern electrical 
engineering, and, in particular, to the de- 
velopment of the electrification of the Soviet 
Union. A committee has been established in 
Moscow for this purpose under the chairman- 
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by the police measures, may provoke a 
ceneral anti-foreign outbreak similar to 
that of 1925. 

The military authorities have assured 
the Japanese Consul of full protection, and 
some Japanese who were segregated in 
different places are returning to their 
homes. So far there is no question of a 
general evacuation of Japanese from the 


colony. 
JAP GOODS THROWN OUT. 


It is believed that the riots have a 
deeper significance, perhaps communistic. 

The Chinese are showing terrible 
vindictiveness. The Chinese trade guilds 
have unanimously passed a resolution in 
favour of an anti-Japanese boycott, and 
Chinese householders are throwing into 
the streets their Japanese-made utensils. 
Some streets are littered with unwanted 
goods. The authorities are using a steam- 
roller to crush these objects and so facili- 
tate their removal. 

When there were no more Japanese to 
attack, the mobs sporadically wrecked 
Chinese shops selling Japanese goods. 

The police have been armed with riot 
guns, and it is understood that they have 
been instructed to shoot without warning. 
Hospitals and jails are being overtaxed, 
and the magistrates are imposing severe 
sentences. 


AIR ATTACK ON TRAIN IN 
MANCHURIA.

During the latter part of last week 
reports were received in Peking alleging 
that Japanese aeroplanes were firing with 
machine guns on _ passenger. trains 
| evacuating Chinese refugees down the 
Peking-Mukden Railway. 

These reports were at first accepted with 
reserve, but one instance of attack by an 
| aeroplane has now been authenticated. 

Mr. J. G. Thomson, the British general 
manager of the Peking-Mukden Railway, 
has reported to the British Consul-General 
at Tientsin that the train in which he and 
his family left Huankutun Junction, near 
Mukden, and temporarily the northern 
terminus of the line, last Thursday morn- 
ing was fired on by an aeroplane believed 
to have been Japanese, about 25 miles 
south of Mukden. The train was packed 
with Chinese refugees, two of whom were 
killed and several wounded. A number of 
foreign women and children, who were 
travelling with Mr. Thomson in the service 
car in the rear of the train, escaped injury. 

Mr. Thomson states. that no Chinese 
| soldiers were on the train or anywhere in 
the vicinity at the time, and, in his 
opinion, the attack was ‘“‘ entirely un- 
warranted.’ 
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IRISH PILGRIMS RETURN 
FROM LOURDES. 


Six hundred members (including thirty 
invalids) of the pilgrimage orgamised by 
the Catholic Truth Society of Ireland 
arrived in Dublin from Lourdes last Satur- 
dav bv the morning mail boat from Holy- 
head. The Archbishop of Cashel, who led 
the pilgrimage, said that the party re- 
ceived a very cordial welcome from the 
Bishop of Tarbes, Lourdes, who intimated 
his attention of coming to Ireland next 
year for the Eucharistic@¢Congress. 

” The pi'grims, who left Dublin on the 
night of. Tuesday, 15th inst., spent five 
davs in Lourdes, and on the return 
journey enjoved a full day in Paris. Many 
availed of the Paris stop to journey to 
Lisieux. the home of ‘‘ The Little Flower.’’

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The Story 
of Lucy. 


A PUGTCY-NOSED 
ATONKEY.

UCY she was christened when first they 
& got her, and Lucy she remained during 
the all too short time we had her 
before she was overtaken by a tragic fate. 

Born in the Nigerian Forests, Mail was 
still in her early youth when a black boy 
captured her, and brought her, together with 
some rare birds, to Lagos.

This is the usual Nigerian 
method of fastening up any captured animals. 
More often than not rats attack the un- 
fortunate prisoners, and in their struggles to 
escape the horse-hair cuts and breaks both 
wings and legs. In the present case the rats 
terrified the birds, who | “war entangled in 
their bonds, and when the negro boy, roused 
by their fluttering and cries, appeared on the 
scene, all that remained were broken, bleeding 
little bodies, on which the rats had already 
begun to feast. 

LUCY AT SFA. 

But the little putty-faced monkey fared 
better. The White Father presented her to the 
wife of a Government official who was re- 
turning home on leave; so Lucy was christened 
by her new owner, and very soon became 
extremely tame. The passengers on board 
the boat all made friends with her, and 
Lucy’s appearances on deck were more in the 
style of a levée than anything else. The 
stewards she adored, and many a tit-bit did 
she win from them by her amusing antics.

Dawson, the home team’s 
recent capture from the Scottish junior club, 
Blantyro Celtic, was making his first appear: 
ance at inside right. The ground looked in 
capital order, and everything pointed to a 
great gaine 

Dolphin relied on the team that had been . 
so successful in recent games, which is always 
a great advantage. . Howicson, Shelbourne’s 
captain, won the toss, and decided to play 
towards the Dodder end. Shiels started 
the game, and Dolphin made ground on the | 
left with a movement that looked dangerous 
for Shelbourne, and a free kick against Duff, 
looked serious, but Shevlin gathered the ball | 
and cleared.

LONDON STOCK EXCHANGE: FEATURES. 


A WEIGHTY PROBLEM. 


From OUR FINANCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


Tie question that is agitating the financial 
word at present is whether sterling as 
quoted in ioreign currencies will recover or 
will be permanently depreciated, with the 
English pound stabilised at about its pre- 
sent value. ‘lhe matter is of paramount im- 
portance to merchants and manufacturers, 
financial corporations, and also to investors. 
lí we are to expect a permanent depreciation 
of the national currency British Government 
Stocks and other fixed bearing securities can- 
not be expected to recover, but the upward 
movement in Industrial Ordinary Shares anil 
other “ equities’’ will be maintained, and, 
erhaps, become much more pronounced. 
Probably the question cannot be answered 
satisfactorily even by the highest authori- 
ties, and apparently they are,waiting to see 
the effect over a longer period of the de- 
arture from the gold standard. it would 
be useless to form an opinion or make an 
official statement at this stage, especially 1f, 
as is believed, the further fall in the exchange 
rates this week is largely due to speculative 
operations. Some time must elapse before a 
trustworthy judgment can be formed and the 
full significance of the step taken by Great 
Britain a week ago is apparent. 


DANGEROUS POSSIBILITIES. 
Various considerations have to be taken 
into account in an attempt to gauge the future 
course of security values, and particularly 
shares of industrial companies. The broad 
reason for the recent great rise is the expec- 
tation that the country’s export trade will 
receive a stimulus from the bounty on ex: 
ports represented by the depreciation ol 
sterling. This, however, presupposes that 
other countries will remain on the gold stan 
dard. as to which we have no assurance, Pre 
sumably, America and France will, and 
probably Belgium, Holland and Switzerland 
also, but in other cases the matter is deuht- 
ful. Some people contend that the apprecia- 
tion in Industrial Ordinary Share’ is not en- 
tirely due to the prospects of a great 1im- 
provement in trade. arising from the fall 
of the £.

DUBLIN SLOWING DOWN.

The effect of the salutary action of the 
Stock Exchange in enforcing dealings for 
cash only was at once apparent on Dublin 
Stock Exchange on Saturday. Operators 
called a halt in every department, and busi- 
ness was conducted with more regard to the 
intrinsic value of stocks and shares and the 
exigencies of the financial situation. No 
better proof could be desired of the wisdom 
of those in control in London. The situa- 
tion, no matter what direction it may take, 
will not be allowed to get out of hand.

BRITISH FUNDS IMPROVE.

The new ruling issued by the Stock 
Exchange Committee on Friday regarding 
dealings for cash took effect as from Satur- 
day, and its effect was noticeable in so far 
that dealings were carried through on a 
quieter scale. Generally the new rule met 
with the approbation of brokers, and, 
although in several quarters agitation for an 
amplified statement existed, it was apparent 
that the new rule has succeeded in attaining 
its object—that of checking wild speculation. 
Trading in markets generally on Saturday 
was on much quieter nes, and in the early 
dealings profit-taking sent prices back sub- 
stantially practically all-round. Later firmer 
conditions developed, but, although the 
initial depreciations were more than made 
good in many directions, the list of price 
movements registered at the close showed a 
margin of movements against holders, the 
industrial descriptions being the heaviest 
sufferers. .Dunlops were an outstanding weak 
feature on the directors’ announcement re- 
garding the dividend. After being down to 
13s. 9d., a sharp recovery occurred, but they 
still finished salbatuntinlls lower on the day’s 
trading. i 

The recovery in sterling was reflected in 
the gilt-edged market, and, although the 
recovery in values was by no means sharp. 
it was, nevertheless, satisfactory, in view of 
the recent heavy depreciation in quotations, 
that the closing rates were firmer all-round. 
Consols 24 per cent. gained a full point at 
52, and Victory Bonds and the 34 per cent. 
and 45 per cent. Conversion Loans were 
elso each a point to the good. War Loan 
Fives, Cons.

SHARP FALL IN DUNLOPS.

As far as the Industrial Market was con- 
cerned the new rule making future dealings 
entirely for cash proved very effective when 
the market openea on Saturday morning and 
the flutuations in sterling became of 
secondary importance. Prices were marked 
down further all round during the eariy 
dealings. Support, however, proved to be 
more widespr2ad than had at first been ant- 
cipated and this caused an appreciable 
recovery from the lowest levels. The rally 
did not prove of sufficient strength tc entirely 
counteract the early dullness, and on balance 
the majority of movements went against 
holders. several important issues, however, 
closed higher on balance. Iron and Steel 
issues weakened, but Textile descriptions 
were harder in places, and exceptionaliy 
Breweries tmade a fairly good showing. 
Dunlops fell heavily following the postpone- 
ment of the Preference rates Krag but they 
rallied and closed well above the worst. 

Tobacco shares made a mixed showing. 
“ Bats’’ «nd ‘‘ Imps.” came into demand, 
with the result that the former advanced % 
to 44 and the latter á to 3j.

As a result of the ruling of the Committee 
that dealings are to be on a cash basis, the 
market in Oils was hesitant at the opening 
on Saturday owing to doubts as to the 
position of operators in regard to dealings, 
contangoes, etc. Fears existed that selling 
might be encountered, and lower prices were 
quoted for the leading counters, with a 
sympathetic weakening in the more specula- 
tive descriptions. Moreover, there was a 
general widening of quotations. Any fears 
that existed of the possibility of panicky 
selling, following the recent sharp advance, 
proved gicundless, and as the morning pro- 
gressed the market became more normal. and 
leading counters soon made good initial losses, 
while towards the close a distinctly firm tone 
developed. The exposition was hardly a 
factor so far as this section of the Stock 
Exchange was concerned. Following the 
steady inquiry by the general public. pro- 
fessional operators came in, and bidding 
helped the upward movement. A further 
factor making for firmness was a rumour of 
the possibility of an increase in the price of 
petrol hy as much as 23d. per gallon, to take 
effect as from to-day. leading oil brokers 
were rnable to confirm the report, and one 
firm stated that they learned on good 
authority that there was no truth in the 
rumour. It is usval, however, for any decision

RUBBER SHARES EASIER.

SOUTH AFRICA AND GOLD STANDARD. 

Johannesburg again did virtually nothing 
with the London market, owing to currency 
exchange complications and disappointment 
at the Union Government’s decision to re- 
main on the gold standard (writes The 
Financial Fáineal, On the other hand, in 
usually best-informed guarters here opinion 
is growing that unless sterling can be 
stabilised soon South Africa will, in spite of 
herself, be forced to go off the gold standard. 
Ordinary banking and finance arrangements 
between the two countries are, it is said, 
virtually suspended for the time being, owing 
to the disparity between the currencies and 
the abnormally wide range between the 
premium obtainable for sending money here 
and the serious discount which has. to be 
faced by anyone wishing to send money 
there, even if he finds it possible to do so 
at all. Theoretically he might be able to 
get, say, 10s. South African currency 
for £100 English, based on the dollar ex- 
change at a certain level. But arbitrageurs 
| have not thought it worth the trouble to try 
to reconcile theory with practice. 


SPHINX ELECTRIC. ! 
Under the compulsory liquidation of 
Sphinx Electric, Ltd., Hatton Garden, E.C., 
the accounts show liabilities £12,887, against 
assets £3,100, and a total deficiency of 
£152,411 as regards contributories, the issued 
capital being returned at £122,623. The 
Official Receiver, who is also acting as 
liquidator, said that the company appeared 
to have been promoted principally at the 
instance of Mr. Colvin | ús Preston, by 
whom its affairs were controlled almost ex- 
clusively down to a week or two preceding 
his death in June, 1930. In the opinion of 
the Official Receiver, the failure is directly 
attributable to mismanagement on the part 
of the directors, in that not only were the 
assets taken over from Auto-Bulbs, Ltd., 
purchased at a figure which was out of all 
proportion to their real value, but through- 
out the period during which the business 
was carried on by the company there was an 
absolute lack of proper organisation, and the 
overhead expenses were excessively extrava- 


gant. 


FINANCE SACRIFICED TO INDUSTRY. 
In an article on the lapse from the gold 
standard, the. Statist says:—‘‘A_ closer 
analysis reveals the fallacy of the 
exaggerated contentions which have been so 
prevalent this week—namely, that in the de- 
preciation and devaluation of the pound 
sterling we have found a mysterious formula 
which will open to us the door to a new 
era of economic prosperity. Devaluation 
will prove helpful only if we do not lean en 
it too much, but utilise its indirect reactions 
on the competitive position of our industry 
merely as an adjunct to a determined policy 
of reconstruction and of technical improve- 
ment and vigorous and intensive salesman- 
ship abroad. We have heard much in recent 
years of the interests of industry being 
sacrificed to those of finance. The position 
has now been reversed : finance may be said 
to have been sacrificed to industry; let us 


trust that industry will make the most of 
what advantage it can derive from the posi- 
tion that has developed."’

SLOW TRADE FOR CATTLE. 

The number of fat cattle penned at the 
Manchester Market last week, including 
Irish, was about equal to that of the pre- 
vious week, and a slight increase was also 
reported in Irish dairy cows. Sheep and 
lambs were also offered in larger numbers, 
arrivals from Ireland being practically 
doubled. Trade generally continued slow for 
fat cattle, sheep and lambs at easier prices. 
but cows suitable for dairy purposes showed 
an advance of about £1, being quoted at £18 
to £27 per head. At the Manchester Pig 
Market supplies included a very fair pro- 
portion of Irish, and a fair trade was experi- 
enced at present reasonable rates. At the 
Manchester Dead Meat Market demand 
throughout the week has been by no means 
brisk. Home-killed beef showed little change, 
but lamb closed about ‘4d. per lb. lower on 
the week. ll classes of imported meats 
have heen on the easy side. 

With the exception of best chickens, which 
have been in fairly good request, dead 
poultry ruled quiet. Young grouse dearer at 
6s. 6d., but old unchanged at 1s. 9d. per brace
